Late Superiors of Sacred Heart 


Seminary Found Petrified. 


BURIED FOR TWENTY YEARS. 


Discovery Made as Caskets Are Taken 
from Private Cemetery. 


Two among the twelve bodies buried for 
more than twenty years in the little private 
cemetery beside the Seminary of the Ladies 
of the Sacred Heart have been touched by the

Every line of the body 
that had been visible twenty years ago was 
still there, and the color of the black habit 
gave the somber hue to the solid figure weigh- 
ing more than 1,000 pounds, where both of 
the women had been but slight in stature dur- 
ing life and weighing hardly more than 100 
pounds. 

For a moment the nuns of the institution 
were allowed to contemplate the wonders 
nature had wrought with the bodies of their 
predecessors. They saw where the familiar 
white cap had crumbled away, as had the 
texture of the habits, leaving only a solid 
tigure as if hewn out of ivory. : 

Then the bodies of these dead nuns were 
incased in new caskets, and they were borne 
to Calvary to the little plot where the sisters 
of the institution now bury their dead.

Dank Supervision as a Model. 

After saying there should be, great care 
in experimenting with legislation that offers 
as warrant of its ¢éffectiveness the argu- 
ments of theorists rather than the prac- 
tical proof of experience, Mr. Mather con- 
tinued: 

“There should be no objection to such 
federal supervision of the lroads as the 
national government now exercises over the 
national banks. It would be a source of 
strength and of improved credit to the rail- 
roads to have it known that the govern- 
ment inspected their accounts and made 
sure of the existence and value of their as- 
sets. It might make impossible, too, such 
misuse of the funds and credit of the cor- 
—* as recent revelations havé dis- 


Deep Waterways. 

“I rode not long ago down the river Rhine. 
I Was not particularly impressed with the 
beauty of its scenery. The Hudson surpasses. 
it in that t. I saw with interest its 
storied castles, but the glamour of romance 
no longer glorified them, and they held my 
interest only while they could be seen. The 
fact that did impress me concerning the 
Rhine was the amazing use that was made of 
it as a highway of commerce. I trust, Mr. 
t, that the still more wonderful pos- 
sibilities in that direction of the Mississippi 

may not longer be neglected by our people. 
But the castles of the Rhine took on new 
interest for me as the vast tonnage floating 
on the bosom of the stream reminded me that 
in those strongholds had dwelt the great 
traffic regulators of the middie ages. And 
the reflection came to me that it was not 
only by reason of the moderation of their 
regulations, but also because they protected 
the traffic from molestation or assault by 
other powers, that they kept the golden 
stream of commerce flowing past their doors. 


Protection in National Regulation. 


“I mean to imply by this that the power 
that regulates should also protect. And 1 
favor an open acceptance of federal regula- 
ton because it is only through adequate and 
effective assertion of the federal power that 
governmental control can be made uniform 
or just and the commerce of the country 
saved from the conflicting regulations of 
forty-six separate sovereignties. 

“There is in this no invasion of state 
rights, no straining of the constitution, no 
assertion of principles that have not iong 
been familiar and often applied. The list 
of state laws that have been set aside as 
being in conflict wtih congressional action 
on the same subject is a long one. 
need, therefore, be no hysteria about the 
destruction of the rights of sovereign states 
when the growing needs of our national 
commerce force this further step forward 
under the constitution. 

To Be Largest on Continent. 

Mr. Conway, in speaking on The Future 
of Chicago and the Obligation of Citizen- 
ship.“ said: 

The future of Chicago will be simply the 
refiection of its past, and this city is des- 
tined within the next two or three decades to 
be the largest city numerically on the conti- 
nent. That growth is inherent and inevita- 
ble, whether we may dssire it or not. There- 
fore it is not for us as an association to do 
more than direct the natural forces which 
are tending towards that certain result.” 


Forgan Reviews the Year. 


Three years ago,“ said Mr. Forgan in his 
speech, was born in this city an idea. We 


| had become familiar with associations for 


the promotion of the various lines of trade. 
The new idea was that of an association big 
and broad enough to include all lines of busi- 
ness banded together for a greater and better 
Unicago. 

Standing here tonight I ask whether the 
idea has materialized. We have now 2,500 
members, many of them firms or corpora- 
tions representing at least 10,000 business 
men, 

“From the various things accomplished 
during the last year I will mention only the

no means least, the National Corn exposition 
now going on at the Coliseum.” 


Brundage Tells of City Needs 


Mr. Brundage spoke on The Municipal 
Development of the City of Chicago.” He 
said: 

“The problems of municipal government 
are undoubtedly greater in Chicago than else- 
where, and can be explained by reason of 
its extensive area of over 100 square miles, 
with a total of 4226 miles of streets and 
alleys for the police and fire departments to 
protect and preserve order upon, to be paved, 
cleaned, lighted, and underlaid with the 
necessary sewerage and water connections. 
The total mileage of streets and alleys in 
Chicago is almost double that of any other 
city.

“A statement is being sent to the newspa- 
pers tonight to the effect that President Small 
has cabled on all the locals to decide whether 
the strike shall be called off. The statement 
asserts that the organization is without funds 
and that a number of business men have 
asked him to wind up the strike. In regard 
to the funds of the organization I can say 
we have $15,000 in the treasury of the general 
assembly. | 

“Tt is unustal, to say the least, that re- 
sponsible business men have suddenly 
brought pressure to bear on Small. To judge 
by his present action, they should have ap- 
pealed to him nine weeks ago, for he is their 
friend and evidently the good friend of the 
telegraph companies. 

“Tf we were right on the first day of the 
strike we are right now. It is better to starve 
than surrender.“ 

“Strike Is Over,“ Capen Says. 

The Chicago officials of the two companies 
said last night that they regarded the strike 
as ended. 

“ The strike now is over,“ said W. I. Capen, 
general superintendent of the Postal. Mr. 
Small’s. declarations tell the story. It will 
make nb difference whether the strikers vote 
to accept his advice or not. We will have 


‘many men coming to us Monday asking for 


positions. Many of them have already re- 
turned to their old places. In fact, I may say 
the strike has been dead a month.

‘Will n Strike Breakers. 


“T do not know whether Mr. Small’s ad- 
missions will have any effect kere or not, so 
far as ending the strike is concerned, said 
T. P. Cook, general superintendent of the 
Western Union. “We have been running 
without any great difficulty for three weeks 


and our business during this time has been’ 


normal. 

During the baseball series for the world's 
championship we handled 600,000 words of 
press matter in three days.

Mrs. Fred Rundle of 
Clinton testified that Mrs. Magill could not 
even put on her shoes without her glasses. 

Other testimony was introduced showing 
that Mrs. Magill’s glasses 3 on the 
morning of her death in ther she and her 
husband had occupied during the early part 
of the night. 

Magill found them on the floor of the room, 
and turned toward Postmaster Frank Da- 
vidson, so the latter said, and exclaimed: 
„My God, what will the people think? You 
must stand by me now, Frank. They will 
think I murdered my wife.” 


State Elated Over Testimony. 
The finding of the glasses, according to the 
etate, makes it impossible for Mrs. Magill to 
have died in the spare bedroom on the third 
floor in the manner described by her hus- 


band. 

“We offer to show by this,“ said State's 
Attorney Miller, that it would have been 
impossible for Mrs. Pet Magill to have 
walked down to the kitchen that night, pre- 
pared the bowl of poison, taken it up to the 
third floor, pinned the leiters to her night 
dress, and arranged herself so neatly to die.“ 

Other testimony of the day related to the 
relations which existed between Fred Magill 
and Faye Graham for months before Mrs. 
Magill's death. It was testified that on 
various occasions Miss Graham bought 
articles of dress at a dry goods store in Clin- 
ton, charging them to Magill. Among the 
articles were hosiery, a skirt, a night dress, 
gloves, and underciothing. 


Entire Town at Fever Heat. 

Judge Cochran at the opening of the session 
ordered that all boys and girls be excluded 
from the courtroom on account of the nature 
of the testimony. He also passed on à re- 
quest of the jurors that they be permitted 
some beer to drink. refused this, but 
granted the request of r jurors for bibles 
to read. 

Interest in the case has risen to fever heat. 
Farmers neglected their work, hitched their 
teams to the courthouse stalis, and crowded 
into the courtroom. Women left their house- 
work, and families went hungry, while wives 
and mothers climbed on top of chairs and 
craned their necks to see the two women in 
black—Marguerite Magill and her stepmoth- 
er—and the pudgy defendant. 

‘The case has now entered a wide field of 
inquiry. Apparently all the “ gossips’’ of 
Clinton are going to take the stand. When 
Judge Cochran adjourned court at noon until 
next Monday morning it became plain that 
the state could not finish its case by Monday 
night. 

Most of this was due to the nagging tac- 
tics adopted by the lawyers for the defense. 
Arranged in a semi-circle of seven around 
the defendants the voice of one or the other 
of the seven was raised constantly in objec- 


tions. 
Tell of Magill’s Threats. 

One ot the Tirst witnesses was Mrs. Laura 
Blome, a friend of the Magills. She said that 
in the evening of Mrs. Magill's death, Magill 
said at the supper table. Db—— it, I suppose 
people will blame me for this thing now.“ 
He repeated this several times and appeared 
to be greatly worried. 

Through Mrs. Laura B. Obermeyer of 
Clinton the state attempted to show that 
Magill had threatened his wife’s life with 
a revolver. 

“Did you ever see Magill draw a pistal 
and threaten to shoot his wife?“ asked the 
state’s attorney of this woman. Tes,“ she 
answered. The lawyers for Magill were on 
their feet with loud objections. Judge Coch- 
ran ruled to let the evidence go in after 
a long argument. 

“When was it, and where?” asked Mr. 
Miller. 

In Magill’s home fourteen years ago,” 
said the witness. 

“That is too remote,” said Judge Coch- 
ran. We will pass no more of that.“ 


Says Pair Concealed Residence. 


“ Miss Maude Fellner, deputy county clerk 
of Denver, where Magill and Faye Graham 
were married six weeks after Mrs. Pet 
Magill’s death, ‘testified to the application 
for the license. 

„ Magill swore that his residence was in 
Decatur and that Miss Graham resided in 
Chicago,” said Miss Fellner. They were

Capt. William F. Gorman, boon companion 
of Magill for twenty-five years, next took the 
stand. The state drew from him that Magill 
never had lived in Decatur and that Faye 
Graham never had lived in Chicago. 

Capt. Gorman was an unwilling witnese for 
the prosecution. When asked concerning Ma- 
gill's habits, Capt. Gorman admitted that his 
friend drank beer and wine, but only in 
moderation. 

„Was Magill drunk the morning of his 
wife’s death?“ 1 don’t know.” 

„Do you know that when he came to 
Decatur early in July he was on a continuous 
drunk and wound up in St. Louis with a 
debauch two days before his marriage?’ 
“T don't know,“ he said. . 

Mrs. Clara Sprague testified to seeing Faye 
Graham pass her house in the direction of the 
Magill homg several times. 


Tells of Magill’s Visits. 


Morris Mareh, a clerk in Gottlieb’s dry 
goods store in Clinton, said that Magill often 
came to his store and held private convetsa- 
tions with Faye Graham during the months 
the girl worked there as stenographer. The 
game conduct on the part of the defendant 
was testified to by Joseph Murdock, in 
store Miss Graham worked for a time. 
gill’s visits were frequent,“ said Murdock. 
He used to bring in ‘things to eat to the girl. 
I finally told my clerk to speak to Miss 
Graham and tell her that we could not have 
such actians In the store—that people were 
talking too much. Miss Graham often bought 
things and charged them to Magill. He paid 
for them. On March 23 she bought two pairs 
of stockings and charged them to bim.“ 

Jane Garman, a clerk in the Murdock store, 
said that at other times Miss Graham bought 
a nightdress, skirt, gloves, and underwear 
and charged them to Magill. 

Frank Horner, another clerk, said he had 
gone to Miss Graham at his employer’s re- 
quest and advised her to have Magill discon- 
tinue his visits to the store. He said Miss 
Graham told him it was all harmless, due 
to their friendship for Mrs. Magill and Mar- 
guerite. Magill often went home with Miss 
Graham, Horner said.

Lungs Increase Alarm. 


TALK OF HIS SUCCESSOR.

Kaiser Believed Eager to Put Archduke 
Ferdinand on Throne. 


VIENNA, Oct. 12.— Emperor Francis. Jo- 
seph's condition took a turn for the worse at 
noon today, and at a late hour,tonight the 
symptoms of infammation of the lungs had 
increased, although the physicians who >x- 
amined his majesty at 10 o’clock tonight de- 
clared that the fever had abated and that 
the condition of the patient was unchanged. 

Maria Christina, the dowager queen of 
Spain, who is also an archduch2ss of Austria, 
arrived here this evening from-Madrid. 

The physicians in attendance, as well as the 
members of his majesty’s entourage, are en- 
deavoring vainly to calm the public nerv 
ousness by assurances that the life of Fran- 
cis Joseph is not seriqusly threatened. It fa 
known, however, that since shortly after 
noon today a physician has been continu- 
ously in his majesty’s room, ends avoring to 
ease the pdin caused by the severe coughing. 

Today the patient was generally weaker 
than yestsrday. He asked today to be per- 
mitted to go to bed, but his physicians ad- 
vised him it would be much better ff he re- 
mained seated in his armchair. The physt- 
clans hope that a turn for the better will 
occur soon, yet so long as the f2ver symp- 
toms and the inflammation continue they 
dare not predict a favorable outcome. 


Archduke Ferdinand to Succeed. 

BERLIN. Oct. 12.—The prevailing official 
opinion here is that should Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria die in the near future, the 
transfer of the crown to Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand would take place without a shock 
to the dual monarchy, or without a contre- 
versy of moment arising between Hungary 
and the new sovereign. This opinion is based 
upon study of the personalities of the Hun- 
garian and Austrian statesmen and from 
knowledge of the private affairs and policies 
of the Austrian court. 

The German government has taken care 
for years to be always in possession of full 
information regarding the Austrian situation.

The divorced wife of Col. Atherton has em- 
ployed a galaxy of legal talent, and sense- 
tional testimony is promised. 


Nobleman First Cause of Woe. 

Mrs. Atherton, who is a daughter of the 
late Sir Edward John Dean Paul, married the 
edlonel of the Twelfth Lancers just prior to 
the outbreak of the Boer war, and followed 
her husband into the South African country 
within two years after he gained fame on the 
veldt. Mrs. Atherton was in Pretoria soon 
after the British army entered the town, and 
her home was at once the center of much 
social activity. At her luncheon ‘and din- 
ner parties all sorts of delicacies were served 
up by an irreproachable chef. It is little 
wonder that officers flocked around her. 
They, for a year and a half, had seen no 
white woman of high degree, their couches 
had been the bare veldt, and their meals had 
the sameness of canned beef and weaviled 
biscuit. 

Duty and all other matters concerning the 
grim war, still going on, were completely 
forgotten by officers, from subalterns to 
generals.

LEIPSIC, Oct. 12 Dr. Kart Liebknecht: sor 
of the late famous socialist leader in the 
reichstag, who has been on trial here on the 
charge of high treason. in the 
a paniphiet addressed to the youth. of Ger- 
many, in which he advocated a general mi!- 
itary strike in the event of an unpopular war, 
was today sentenced to eighteen months’ de- 
tention in a fortress. 

Dr. Liebknecht’s counsel took the stard 
that their client had writt:n only against an 
unconstitutional employment of the army 
and had never advocated disobedience or 
violence, to which the socialists were funda- 
mentally opposed. Counsel add: d that their 
ellent and socialists generally were peaceful 
and only desired the abolition of militarism 
as being the greatest hindrance to the p2ace- 
ful development of the country. 

Violent methods, cotinsel argued, wore 
used in other quarters in andeavoring to 
prevent a realization of the people's will. 
by prosecuting anti-militarists. Dr. Lieb- 
knecht regarded himself, counsel said, as a 
scapegoat and had ‘deciared that hs knew 
beforeheand that he would be fdund guilty. 


Oppose Herve’s Ideas, Says Dobel. 

Herr Bebel, the socialist leader in the 
reichstag, testified during the trial that Dr. 
Lisbknecht, as well as other German socia!- 
ists, were directly opposed to the ideas of 
Gustave Herve, the Frénch anti-mil:tary 
agitator, but Dr. Liebknecht went further 
than the others by pursuing a peaceful prop - 
aganda. 

That the sentence will force a change in 
the form of the socialists" anti-military pro- 
gram and methods of propaganda is admitted 
by. leading members of the party. The fact 
that prominent professional men in good 
standing can thus be punished holds out a 
warning which the minor personages in the 
organisation, it is reasoned, are scarcely 
likely to ignore. Thus, while the fight against 
militarism will not cease, it will be carried 
on in some other form, more indirect. meth- 
ods being employed. |

are mean, sneaking, and venomous. I am 
already enough an American to feel a deeper 


contempt for the lying of the British press Pp 


than for that of New York. 

The most. gross and astounding lie of all 
concerning myself was of English manufac- 
ture vis. that I had been appointed almoner 
te John D. Rockefeller. The English paper 
that started that story said it came from 
their New York correspondent, but newapa- 
per men here do nat believe it ever was sent 
from New York. I have not beén employed 
by Rockefelier to give away a cent.“ 

Dr. Aked then relates that the story pen- 
etrated all of Europe and every British col- 
ony, bringing him over 2,000 begging letters 
from England and over 500 from France, 
Germany, Austria, Switzerland, Ita:y, and 
Holland, and hupdreds from the Transvaal, 
Australia, and the most distant parts of the 
earth. 

They come in every language, by every 
post, and hundreds are registered,’’ Dr. Aked 
says. Therefore I notified the postmaster 
not to deliver them, with the result that many 
birthday presents are now on their way back 
to friends who sent them, while the tearing 
up of thousands of letters unopened has 
caused the unwitting nn. of letters from 
Friends.“

Youth on King’s Side.

U. S. NEEDS FIGHTING AIRSHIPS, 
SAYS EXPERT PARK BENJAMIN. 


New York Attorney Asserts We Must 
Get Busy in the Atmosphere or Take 
Back Seat as World Power. 


New York, Oct. 12.—[Specla!.]—"* We must 
have a fleet of fighting airships or take a back 
seat as a world power.“ 

This is the view of Park Benjamin, naval 
expert and lawyer, who has just returned 
from abroad, where he gvitnessed several 
dirigible balloon ascensions 

“The United States is miles behind the 
other countries in the matter of aerila) war- 
fare inventions, said Mr. Benjamin today. 
France and England have huge fighters of 
the air that have proved their worth after 
many tests, but not the United States, 

In future years, beyond doubt, wars will 
be partly conducted in the air, and every 
country that wants to hold its place among 
the powers must be able to make a showing 
with airships. 

“What chance would a battleship or a 
fort have against half a dozen great airships 
soaring out of range of their guns and drop- 
ping dynamite down on them? 

“The only way to fight aerial warcraft is 
to build similar craft. We have had a cheer. 
ful way In some matters of waiting for for- 
eign countries to do things and then trall- 
ing along. What we must have is a corps of 
warships in the air as well as on the sea.”

The practical value of the curative powers 
of soft colors and scientifically prepared 
foods. will be demonstrated for the first time 
in Chicago with the opening of the Henrotin 
Memorial hospital Nov. 1. 

The hospital building, at La Salle avenue 
and Oak street, has been designed by the 
Polyclinic Hospital association with this ob- 
ject constantly in view. While the hospital's 
staff of physicians is working directly on the 
physical ailmente of the patients the deli- 
cate tints with which the walls of the vari- 
ous rooms have been decorated—nearly every 
room a different shade—are expectedto work 
a soothing charm on the mental and the 
scientifically prepared foods on the physical 
self of the patient. 

These are not the only novel features of 
the new hospital. It is a six story structure 
of reinforced concrete with sixty rooms for 
patients. There is not a ward init. The 
nearest approach to the hospital ward will 
be where two patients are placed in one room, 
and this will not be done except where it is 
considered necessary for the patients so 
placed to have company. 

Planned by Dr. Henrotin. 

The new hospital is the result of long plan- 
ning on the part of the late Dr. Fernand Hen- 
rotin, who, until his death last December, 
was president of the Polyclinic Hospital as- 
sociation. After his death the members of 
the association agreed that his work should 
be completed in such a manner as to be a fit- 
ting memorial to the physician. 

The decorative work on the interior is about 
completed. With the exception of the top 
floor, which will be used exclusively for 
surgical operations and surgical patients, the 
soft tints will prevail. The theory is that 
many patients suffer as much from uncon- 
genial surroundings as from the ailment 
which takes them to the hospital. An inar- 
tistically decorated room, the physicians be- 
lieve,.may work as much harm ona sensitive 
patient as lack of nourishment. For this 
reason the patient will be permitted, if he 
wishes, to select the room in which he Is to 
remain while at the hospital. 

The preparation of the food for the patients 
has been placed in the charge of a chef edu- 
cated along such lines as would fit him for his 
| peculiar task. It is planned that every ar- 
tiole of food that enters into the daily diet of 
patients shall be examined thoroughly. 

The entire basement has been given over 
to kitchens and rooms where the food will be 
prepared. The first floor will be devoted to 
offices. The next four floors have been dt 
vided Into the rooms to be occupied by pa- 
tients. There are sixty of them. 

One of the peculiar features of these rooms 
ie that there is not a corner in any of them. 
Every approach toa corner has been rounded 
off in such a manner as to preclude the pos- 
sibility of a stray dit of dust or lost germ 
tinding lodgment there. Even the hardwood 
floors are curved up to the walls. 

Every article of furniture om the sixth 
tioor, where the surgical operations are to 
be performed, is of white enamel. The walls 
and ceilings also are pure white. 

The entire structure is fireproof. The only 
wood that enters into the construction is used 

in the doors. 
Phone for Every Patient. 

In each room and at the bedside of each 
patient will be found a telephone with out- 
side connections—another innovation in a 
hospital. 

Every detail. has been worked out with 
a view to having a hospital that would be a 
fitting memorial to Dr. Henrotin and of the 
greatest possible value to the city,” said Dr.

Speeches and actions which a few years ago 
would have shocked and been heavily scored 
are accepted now not only without demur 
but are mughed at and * R Profani- 
ty now is more common on the stage than 
it is in the street or the shop. Mention need 
but to be made of infidelity to the marriage 
relations in order to win a guffaw from the 
majority of auditors. Disrespect of children 
for parents and for all authority is the re- 
cipient of applauke and giggles. Flirtations 
and advances which have Mcentiousness as 
their sole end are smiled at and approved. 
Flings and slurs cast at religion and at things 
formerly deemed sacred are ticklers to the 
risibles of the great mass of playgoers. 
Nothing is respected; nothing is safe. Even 
in our better plays and dramas these un- 
pleasant factors find place and are laughed 
at.

The hall turned out to 
be acousticaliy the most perfect possible. 
Its superior was not to de found, and its 
equals were but few. For several seasons 
the spirit of the house for the publie’s 
good was observed with considerable suc- 
ss. Our opera seasons were of from three 
to five weeks’ duration, our orchestral con- 
certs were given there, and prices were held 
at the reasonabie schedule. 

Later came a change in policy. Higher 
prices were charged and less of opera was 
offered. Orchestra hall was erected, and 
took from the Auditorium the orchestral con- 
certs. And now comes vaudeville and closes 
the house permanently. co far as musical per- 
formances are concerned. The one place In 
the city which stood for something really 
high, and fine, and public spirited in the 
musical world now becomes the home of 50 
cent vaudeville. The quality of the enter- 
tainment may be of the advanced va- 
riety, but the desecration of the opera house 
and concert room built for the good of the 
citizens of Chicago can but cause regret. 

We today stand, in all probability, without 
any prospect of gr pera. Not that the 
opera Mr. Conried doled out to us at costly 
prices for a week each spring really repre- 
sented anything of vast moment in the mu- 
sical. life of the city, but it at least gave us 
a slender basis on which to claim that we 
were actually metropolitan in our musie life. 
Now we stand operaless, and when we will 
be supplied again seems a question diffi- 
cult of answering. There is talk, of course, 
of Mr. Conreid coming here the last week in 
April, but he has twenty-three of his twenty- 
four weeks already provided for in the east, 
and it is not at all likely that he will come 
to Chicago for a single week, especially as 
it is understood that the vaudeville posscs- 
sors of the house are disposed to make him 
pay a pretty penny of his vast profits for 
the use of the Auditorium for that week. 

— 


And what 1s to be done about all these 
conditions, which are the cause of regret 
to those who look the amusement situation 
in the face? great deal should be done, 
but probably ndthing will. We are in the 
hands of managerial powers who care not 
a whit for the artistic or the worthy—who re- 
gard the monetary as the sole aim, and who 
justify themselves with the statement that 
they give the public whatever it wants. They 
offer that which leads the public downward 
rather than upward, and not until that public 
arouses itself and aske for something better 
and bicher, and shows by way of the box 
office that its asking is sincere, can condi- 
tions be changed. 

Meanwhile the offerings become weaker, 
and the men and women who are employed on 
the stage find their powers being left unde- 
veloped or being slowly killed by systems 
and conditions which make it obligatory upon 
them to play the same role for years in 
succession. Much, indeed, of faith in the 
doctrine of “All is for the best must the 
person have who observes these things and 
grows not pessimistic concerning the * 
can stage of today.

— Glimpses of the Gay Life 


Draw Broadway Crowds 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special correspondence. 
The only new piay in Broadway to write 
about reeks of the Tenderloin, or, if that word 
indicates stench, I will say instead that it is 
redolent, flavored, scented with the Tender - 
loin’s immoral gayety. The final ee is set 
scenically with a copy of the newest ot the 
Tenderloin restaurants, the name of which 
is given in the program; and I wouid like 
to tell you whether the owner of the real one 
pays something for the advertising value of 
the mimic one; but I don't know, can't find 
out, and may only guess that he does—else 
why should his place be exploited so ex- 
plicitly ere it has become well known as @ 
feature of the midnight town. 

This restaurant of illusionary mirrors to 
multiply its showy embeilishments, with its 
dim illumination coming from shaded elec- 
trollers on the tables, with the water of 
fountains tinkling here and there, and bogus 
stars. twinkling in a counterfeit sky, is dup!!- 
cated on the stage with considerable fidelity. 
And as to thé-people who, in the theatrical 
representation, sit at the tables when the 
curtain rises, they include a ful: set of such 
shew girls as may be seen, after the per- 
formance, in the resorts of actual hot birds 
and cold bottles. The difference is that the 
girls’ mates in the play, excepting several 
actors able and willing to disport with them 
off the stage, are but impersonators of the 
men who pay the bills later in the real res- 
taurants. 

Don't blame me for the rakishnegs of the 
piay which I am bound to describe. Kindly 
remember that, only a week ago, I gave full 
accounts of two new religious dramas, each 
with a Christian revivalist for ite hero, and 
piety for its purpose. Parenthetically, I may 
add—also pitifully—that ‘‘ The Evangelist 
and The Struggle Everlasting have failed 
uttérly to gather remunerative audiences, 
and are to be withdrawn quickly,’So as to 
stop the heavy losses as soon as poesibie, 
while The Gay White Way” is likelier 
than not to crowd its theater from autumn 
till summer. The general taste is vicious? 
Not at all. Those religious plays were not 
entertainments, and the irreligious one is; 
so the two didn’t please people, and the third 
one does. The American stage isn’t running 
down. I hope to write next week about some 


geemly things in it. 


— 

Meanwhile, take my say so that the Ten- 
derloin restaurant scene in The Gay White 
Way is uniike anything usual on the stage. 
Melville Bilis takes a seat at a plano, and 
plays several tunes, just as he might in the 
genuine place, and the convivial guests sing 
and whistle the choruses. In an offhand, 
jovial way, he gives a ditty about a trunk 
being held for charges at a railway station, 
and another at a hotel; but on opening them 
they are found to contain some feminine 
lingerie only, and, as the chorus put it,

TRADE WITH CHINA. 

American trade with China had been in- 
creasing slowly but steadily until in the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1900, American 
exports to China amounted to $15,268,000. 
During the next year exports fell off near- 
ly $5,000,000 on account of the Boxer 
troubles and reached the lowest point in 
many years, $10,405,000. During the next 
four years a vigorous attempt to capture 
the Chinese market increased American 
exports to China fivefold. The amount for 
1905 was $53,453,000. Then the boycott, 
began. Ten million dollars in trade was 
lost the next year, and nearly $20 000,000 
the next. For the year ending June 30, 
1907, the American exports to China 
amounted to $25,704,000, less than half 
the amount two years before. 

The three chief articles of export to 
China are cotton cloths, oll, and flour. Ia 
flour there has been an increase. The 
Chinese must have it and cannot get all 
they want elsewhere. In oil a sharp de- 
cline from 1905 to 1906 has been in part 
recovered, probably for the same reason. 
But the consumption of American cotton 
cloth fell from $29,641,000 in 1905 to 
$5,714,000 for the fiscal year 1907. This 
enormous loss cannot be accounted for in 
any way except as a result of the boycott. 

For these reasons the hearty welcome 
given Secretary Taft at Shanghai is grati- 
fying to the American people as au in- 
dication of returning friendship for Amer- 
ica. China had no other friend in the 
negotiations following the Boxer traubles. 
It was due to the influence of the United 
States that the territorial integrity of 
China was respected then and that the 
indemnity exacted was not put at a figure 
beyond China’s power to pay. The new 
era of constitutional government upon 
which China is now entering will bring the 
two nations more closely together, and in 
spite of possible disagreement over the 
question of coolie labor the truth cannot 
long be unknown to the people of China 
that it is to their interest to cultivate 
more intimate trade relations with the 
United States. 

What China needs most today is an im 
proved system of internal communication. 
The people cannot sell unless they can 
transport their goods at a low rate, and 
they cannot buy unless they have money 
to spend, received from the sale of their 
own products. A liberal fostering of rail- 
roads and steamship lines. an. opening to 
the world of the mineral wealth of China. 
a stable government, and a diversified 
scheme of agrieulture, all these things will 
transform China. 

When the purchasing power of the aver- 
age Chinaman shall have been increased 
the trade of that country, with its enor- 
mous population, will be the greatest of. 
commercial prizes. There is no reason 
why the United States, in spite of Jap- 
anese, German, and British competition, 
should. not reap the richest reward in the 
oriental field, It may sell less petroleum 
because of the competition of the Burmese 
wells, but it should supply a new. China 
with agricultural implements and a hun- 
dred other products of American work: 
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THE HARPER MEMORIAL." 

The University of Chicago will always 
be the best memorial of the late William 
R. Harper. Long before its doors were 
opened the details of its organization were 
clearly défined in his creative mind. 
When he died these details, translated 
into stone buildings, teaching staff, courses 
of study, and 5,000 students, revealed only 
slight variations, and these improvements, 
from the original announcements printed 
in 1891 before a single building of the 
institution was under roof. The educa- 
tional world will always associate the 
name of Harper with the university 
which had the full benefit of fifteen busy 
years of his useful life. 

While all this is true, there will be 
general gratification that the institution is 
to have-a specific memorial of its first 
president in the form of a library bearing 
his name. In every draaving of plans for 
a modern university the library building 
towers above all the rest. Books are no 
longer collected as curios to be carefully 
housed in museums and kept from the 
touch of men. They are now the working 
tools of education. The lager and better 
the library the greater is the attractive 
power of the school. The better equipped 
the library building is with all modern 
conveniences the more useful it is in a 
scheme of education. The library has be- 
come the center and the crown of univer- 
sity life. 

The university has already collected a 
library of 460,000 volumes. Generous ap- 
propriations are made annually for the 
purpose of desired additions. The whole 
world is being drawn upon for rare books 
essential for completeness in a given line 
of study. New publications in fifty de- 
partments of education are being bought. 
Files are being kept up to date. Already, 
so far as size is concerned, this library 
ranks among the largest in the country, 
with every assufance of continued in- 
crease in its facilities. Taken with the 
other great libraries of Chicago, it helps 
to make 2,000,000 volumes available in 
this city. But its usefulness has been li- 
paired sadly by the lack of adequate 
stack room and improved machinery of 
administration. 

No better monument to President Har- 
per could be built than a library building. 
A specialist and investigator himself, he 
appreciated the value of books and the 
great need of proper housing for them. 
The plans for a great library building 
were studied and approved by him. The 
‘allotment of the floor space, with proper 
calculation for the needs of a half ceu- 
tury in advance, was made under his di- 
rection. The building which will bear his

MARCH OF THE © APARTMENTS. 

When the proposed large apartment 
building is erected on the Lake Shore 
drive it will be the third of its 1 
that fashionable thoroughfare. Taking 
into consideration the favor with which 
these buildings have been received and 

the rapidity with which one has fol- 
lowed another it is no great stretch of 
the imagination to picture the day when 
the ordinary dwelling house will disappear 
entirely from this attractive boulevard. 

Originally the apartment house was put 
up for the benefit of persons of small 0. 
moderate means who wished to live in the 
downtown district and were unable to 
keep up an establishment in the separate 
house. From one cause and another the 
apartment fever spread, and from the 
heart of the city, where the increasing 
value of land made necessary the utiliza- 
tion of every foot of spaee, apartment 
designs, have been carried even into the 
suburbs. Such advantages as were ob- 
tained by this system of dwelling soon 
commended themselves to those of the 
wealthier class. The perplexities of the 
labor question, the difficulties with domes- 
tics, the trouble and annoyance of shut- 
ting up large city residences in the sum- 
mer, all argued in favor of the newer 
style of living. Furthermore, for the 
greater demands of the wealthy, apart- 
ment houses have been constructed on 
magnificent lines with apartments con- 
taining from twelve to sixteen rooms, 
adapted to all the requirements of lavish 
ahd ostentatious entertaining. So, as in 
the case of the Lake Shore drive apart 
ments, where the minimum rental is $3,500 
a year, the renter has practically all the 
‘comforts of the old fashioned house minus 
its increasing annoyances. 

One may gather from all this that trom 
being a city of cottages and detached 
homes Chicago is rapidly becoming a city 
of apartment houses. The “ Garden City ” 
may remain the garden city, but the gal- 
dens will be found in the areas between 
apartment buildings and no longer along 
the sides and in the stretching back yard. 
The old fashioned inhabitant who still 
longs for the memories of his youth and 
the building and lot all to himself, who 
likes to go upstairs to bed,” and to walk 
about in halls without dodging unexpected 
visitors, must go far out for his home and 
his bucolic suggestions, This is the law 
of progress as understood by those who 
shape the residence life of the citizens of 
the twentieth century. 


THE LUSITANIA’S VICTORY. 

The ocean record held in Germany has 
been beaten by the Lusitania. The tur 
bine engines have come up to the expecta- 
tion of their constructor. On the first 
passage fogs and rebellious stokers, com- 
bined with the natural stiffness of new 
machinery, prevented the display of the 
Lusitania’s full powers. On the second 
westward passage the engines ran smooth- 
ly and all parts of the machinery, being 
now somewhat acquainted, worked. well 
together. Only four days after the coast 
of Ireland disappeared the Nantucket 
lighthouse was sighted, and the whole run 
from Daunt's Rock to Sandy Hook was 
well under five days. 

The practicability of the turbine, tie 
oldest form of steam engine, has been „s- 
tablished. The experts who scoffed at 
the idea of using anything but recipro- 
eating engines for boats larger than tor- 
pedo destroyers and channel steamers. 
must acknowledge themselves in the 
wrong. Unless Germany wishes to tie- 
main in the background it will be neces- 
sary to build still larger boats with more 
turbines. The relation of speed in the 
new style of steamers to the consumption 
of coal has not been calculated, and Ger- 
man companies may conclude that the 
game is not worth the candle, but unless 
some unexpected development takes place 
in the construction of marine gas engines 
or in the wireless transmission of power 
the boat which beats the record of the 
Lusitania will have to have turbine en- 
gines. 

America has no transatlantic steamers 
to compare for a moment with the giants 
of the British and German merchart 
navy. However, the success of the tur- 
bine opens up new possibilities in the de- 
velopment of the coasting trade and tle 
passenger business on the great lakes. 
One of the fast turbine steamers used on 
the English channel would make the pas- 
sage from Chicago to Milwaukee as quick- 
ly as an express train, and would cut in 
two the time between other lake ports. 
The Asiatic possessions of the United 
States could be brought several days 
nearer if turbine engines were in use on 
the transpacific liners. The only quos- 
tion is, Is time money? 

The owners of the Lusitania are to be 
congratulated on the success of their new 
venture. When the achievements of Por- 
tugal, the ancient Lusitania, in the early 
days of exploration are recalled it seems 
fitting that this steamer, destined to work 
as much of a revolution in navigation as 
the vessels of Vasco da Gama and Prinee 
Henry, should bear the name of that 
country.

OUNT CHARLES WEDEL, who has 


post oat On governor general of Alsace- 

Lorraine, the highest dignity of the 
empire, with the exception of the chancellor- 
Ship, is through his. wife a rich man, and is 
: certain to spare no money in investing his 
| office. with an amount of brilltancy and of 
splendor which it hag hitherto lacked. The 
last two governors general—namely: the late 
Prince Clovis Hohenlohe, afterwards chan- 
cellor, and then Prince Herman Hohenlohe, 
who has just resigned on the score of ad- 

vanced years and consequent infirmities—ac- 
cepted the post with reluctance rather than 
with eagerness, from a sense of patriotic 
duty, entalling sacrifices of tastes and in- 
clinations. They had nothing to gain from 
it in the Way of honors arddistinctions, and, 
while they were sufficiently wealthy to be 
indifferent to the question of salary and al- 
lowances, they beionged to a family which 
is famed for its economy rather than its ex- 
travagance, Their environment at Strass- 
burg was not congenial. They were often 
required to put into execution measures that 
were distasteful to them, and the conse- 
quence was that in the maintenance of state 
and the dispensation of hospitality they did 
just what was necessary and no more. 
— 

Count and Countess Wedel may be relied 
upon to do things on a different scale, and:to 
invest their viceregal court at Strassburg 
with a magnificence which has hitherto been 
lacking, and which will go far to reconcile 
the people of the Reichsland to German rule. 
It is probable, moreover, that Count Wedel 
will ere long be raised to the rank of prince. 
He commenced his career in the Hanoverian 
army, distinguished himself in the battles of 
Langenzalza, under the order of his blind 
king against the Prussians, subsequently 
joined the German army, at the¢ime of the 
war with France, and, after serving on the 
staff as A. D. C. to the late emperor and as 
military attaché to several embassies, was 
finally appointed by the present kaiser en- 
voy at Stockholm. There he feil in love with 
the widowed Countess Stephanie von Platen, 
a Swede, daughter of that Count Hamilton 
who was for so many years governor of 
Stockholm, and whose ancestors came from 
Scotland to Scandinavia at the time ot the 
thirty years’ war, on the invitation of King 
Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden. Count 
Weael applied for permission to marry the 
widow, who was not only young and good 
looking but also enormously wealthy, and re- 
lied@ upon the good will which the emperor 
had aways shown him for an affirmative re- 
sponse. Instead of this the emperor refused 
his sanction, -whereupon Wedel immediately 
tendered his resignation, which was accept- 
ed, and then married, in accordance with 
the dictates of his heart and purse.

Sensibly and with a thorough . knowl- 
edge of the generous character of his sov- 
vreign, the count abstained from expatriat- 
ing himself, as everybody expected ne wouid 
Go, and inetead of settling in Sweden, a 
course which would have been warranted by 
the vast landed interests of his wife in that 
kingdom, he took up his residence in Ber- 
lin, where the magnificence of his establish- 
Rent. the splendor of his entertainments, 
and the stately beauty of his wife soon 
served to render him one of the most con- 
spicuous figures of the capital. It was not 
long before he was fully restored to the 
favor of the emperor, who, with the em- 
press, frequently dined with the Wedels off 
the superb service of gold plate which is one 
of the ancestral possessions of the countess, 
and which has been owned by the Swedish 
riamiltons for more than 200 years. The 
count, who had retired from the army as 
major general, was restored to its ranks 
as full general, was appointed governor of 
Berlin, and of the metropolitan province of 
Brandenburg, an office of the utmost re- 
sponsibility and importance, and was after- 
wards transferred, first to Rome, and then 
to Vienna, as ambassador. His intimacy 
with the kaiser dates back to the days when 
the latter as Prince William was wont to 
come to Vienna frequently to visit his triend, 
Crown Prince Rudolph, and the count was 
military attaché of the German embassy 
there. 


— 

This intimacy has led the emperor on some 
occasions to intrust him with extremely deli- 
cate missions. Thus, at the tiine of the late 
Prince Bismarck’s removal from office, Count 
Wedel was sent to Vienna by the kaiser with 
a long private letter, in which he gave his 
reasons to Francis Joseph for the dismissal! 
of the old chancellor. At the same time the 
count was directed by William to add any 
verbal explanation that the Austrian mon- 
arch might ask. Some time later; when a 
sort ef reconciliation had been brought about 
between the Kaiser and the ex-enancellor, 
Count Wedel was charged by his sovereign 
with the comveyance of his life sized por- 
trait in oll to Frtedfichsruhe, by way of a 
birthday present to the old prince. Ine lat- 
ter had in some way or another learned not 
only of the mission of the count to Vienna 
but also of the explanations Which he had 
given the Austrian ruler of the causes that 
nad ied to the change in the chancellorship, 
and accordingly the welcome which the count 
received at Friedrichsruhe was of the most 
chilly and unfriendly description. 

Count Wedel’s appointment tothe governor 
generalship of Alsace-Lorraine is certain to 
give satisfaction at all tne minor German 
courts. For there are few of the latter at 
which the Wedel family is not represented in 
u more or less confidential capacity, and 
each reigning heuse of Germany has one 
or more Wedels in its service, usually hold- 
ing office not only of much dignity but like- 
wise of great trust. Thus, another member 
of the house of Wedel is grand master of the 
house hold to the reigning grandduke ef Saxe- 
Weimar; another is master of the horse and 
grand cup bearer to the grandduke of Olden- 
burg. There are Wedels at the courts of 
Dresden, of Stuttgart, of Carlsruhe, and 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, while the family, 
if it may be said to hail from one part of 
Germany more than another, is of Hanover- 
lan origin. 

— 

Its relations with the royal house of Han- 
over were brought to a tragic close. For one 
of its members, who had remained devoted to 
the blind king of Hanover after his down- 
fail, and who had followed him into exile at 
Vienna, had the misfortune there to become 
involved, through no fault of his own, ina 
duel with one of his royal master’s favorite 
nephews, a particularly quarrelsome Prince 
Solms, and to wound him fatally in the en- 
counter. Although Count Wedel was in no 
way to blame, yet he was forced to leave the 
employ of the king, all his previous devotion 
going for nothing, and to expatriate him- 
seif. A pathetic feature about this tragedy 
Was the fact that the dead prince’s mother 
was stone blind, like her half-brother, the 
king of Hanover. This enabled her other 
chiléren to keep from her the knowledge-ot 
her son’s death. She was led to believe that 
he was traveling abroad, engaged in some 
confidential mission, and letters, purporting 
to come from him, and to have been written 
from various points of his journey, were in- 
geniously concocted and read to her. Just 
as the poor old woman was becoming con- 
cerned by the prolonged absence of her fa- 
vorite boy, and when the pious fraud seemed 
about to be on the eve of disclosure, she died 
suddenly, after only two or three days’ 111 
ness, and so did not learn until she had passed 
beyond the great divide that her son had 
preceded her into the infinity. 

Count Ernest Wedel, another member of 
the family, was until a year ago master of 
the horse to the kaiser, and as a 10 year old 
boy distinguished himself during the revo- 
lutionary disturbances of 1848 at Hanover 
by not only helping the mob to smash the 
windows of the obnoxious minister of public 
worship, but was even led by enthusiasm 
and by pride in his importance as a new 
fledged popular leader, to show the mob the 
way to the house of his own father, the 
premier, and to fire the first stone of the 
fusitiade of such migsies that destroyed all 
its windows.

Once every effort of the theologian was bent 
to setting this majestic figure apart from 
mankind, to secure him sovereignty over us 
by separaticn from us. How different is that 
from the simple pictures drawn of him, from 
the naturalness of his life, from the love 
which he had foi homes and ruman friend- 
ships, from he life which earned the illumi- 
nating rebuke of being called a friend of sin- 
ners. 

It is a good thing for us all often to remem- 
ber that there has been such a life, that one 
born in poverty and unknown, far removed 
from centers of culture and wealth, living the 
hard life of a peasant, knowing all our temp- 
tations and weaknesses, yet should open his 
life so fully and completely to spiritual Influ- 
ences as to become to all the ages the great- 
est of all epir‘tual leaders. 

What one has done another may do. What 
he has been we may be. He but shows the 
possibility of any life He had no advantage 
over us; we know no disadvantages against 
which he did not have to strive. The divine 
heights have deen scaled by human feet; his 
footprints beckon us on. 

It was just such a life as we all have to live. 
not separated frum men, not that of the monk 
or cloistered philoscpher, but just that of the 
plain man amongst his friends and his toil 
The lowliest places give opportunity for the 
expression of ‘he highest graces and for the 
development of the most glorious traits of 
character. Let Lut a man live wholly for the 
right, be wholly true to the best, seek to be 
friend to his God and his brother, and he shal! 
know the power of the life from above.

No foreign monareh or European govern- 
ment ever has been reported to be financially 
Interested in any American newspaper. In 
spite of the widespread belief abroad that 
everything here, even to the atmosphere, is 
tainted with corruption—a belief for which 


the literary muckrakers of this country are 


to blame—no rumor ever has been heard, 
either in the old world or on this side of the 
Atlantic, affecting the fair name of any 
organ of the press of the United States in 
this respect. 

This does not mean that no attempts have 
been made by friendly powers and by their 

representatives in the new world to influ- 
ence the newspapers of this country for po- 
litical purposes. On the contrary, tempta- 
tions of a pecuniary nature have been ina 
number of instancés placed in the way of pro- 
prietors any responsible editors of important 
journals of daily, weekly, and even monthly 
character and of the managers of press as- 
sociations. But none of those thus ap- 
proached, directly or indirectly, ever have 
exposed themselves to the imputation of hav- 
ing succumbed to alien wiles at the cost of 
their independence and patriotism. 

Not that the rulers of the old world are 
indifferent to the power of the American 
press. Prince Henry of Prussia when he 
visited this country made no secret of the 
fact that his brother, the kaiser, had in- 
structed him to devote particular attention 


and study to American newspaper men, whe, 


- ascertain just who the individuals we 


: 


in the opinion of his Teutonic majesty, were 
quite as important in their way as great gen- 
erals, since they were the chief factors in 
molding that popular sentiment and pablic 
opinion which controls the direction of the 
policy of the United States.

Kaiser Looks Up the Press. 

Emperor William, indeed, is credited with 
having caused in 1898, 1899, and 1890 a most 
searching investigation to be enade into the 
ownership and editorship of all the leading 
newspapers in this country. He was not 
content with obtaining information'concern- 
ing the intellectual capacity, the attainments, 
the financial status and private life of the 
men concerned, and about the influences by 
which they were swayed, but sought sim- 
llar data concerning the writers of the ar- 
ticles brought to his attention. Thanks to 
this, there are few people engaged in the 
journalistic profession, whether as owners, 
as editors, or as managers, who possess 
such an extraordinary range of information 
concerning newspaper men as the kalser, 
and it doubtless will astonish many journal- 
ists on this side of the ocean, particularly 
those who have had occasion to write about 
him and his empire, to know that William 
II. has filed away in his splendid system of 
card indexes all sorts of data concerning 
them, even to the extent of the size of their 
families and of their incomes. 

Emperor William was led to embark upon 
this curious investigation by the manner In 
which his views and the policy of Germany 
were misrepresented by the press in this coun- 
try, particularly in_the period following the 
American war with Spain, when a foolish 
diplomatic misunderstanding, for which the 
kaiser and his representatives were in no- 
wise responsible in its origin, was exploited 
to such an extent in the newspapers here as 
almost to bring abovt a rupture between 
his government and the United States. Find- 
Ing that certain newspapers were doing much 
harm by discussing, in an altogether erro- 
neous fashion, this question and that one 
ex cathedra, and with apparent authority, 
he determined to make it his business to 
e who 
inspired and wrote those articles, anxſous to 
know the true object of their publication, and 
whether the latter had been inspired by some 
interested motive or merely was the off- 
spring of a union between presumptuous 
ignorance and a fertile imagination. 

— — 
Believes Newspapers Are Honest. 

Emperor William makes no secret of the 
fact that this inquiry of his has convinced 
him of the honesty and sincerity of the 
American press, at any rate in the discus- 
sion of foreign affairs. He realizes that 
mistakes often occur arising from miscon- 
ception and lack of information, but he has 
assured himself that whatever may be said 
about the corruption of public life in America 
the press particularly is free from any re- 
proach in connection therewith. That is 
why American writers for the press are 
treated by the kaiser with a distinction 
which he refrains from according to the 
newspaper men of his own country. 

Czar Nicholas II. likewise has manifested 
a good will to the American press, which 
contrasts strangely with the drastic methods 
of his government in dealing with all Mus- 
covite publications. Thus, he has accorded 
numerous private audiences to repre- 
sentatives of the Associated Press of 
the United States, and has conceded to 
that organization privileges in the shape 
of immunity from censorship and in connec- 
tion with the rapid expedition of telegrams 
which not only are without precedent but 
also have excited the amazemént of the mem- 
bers of his government and the envy of 
journalists both in Russia and in western 
Europe, 


—~>- 
King Edward Seeks Publicity. 

King Edward, too, has on more than one 
eccasion avalled himself of the columne of 
American newspapers to send messages to 
the American people, one of these messages, 
published in the New York World at the 
time of the Venezuelan tmbroglio, proving 
efficacious in allaying popular excitement 
that had brought this country to the brink of 
war with Great Britain; while both the late 
pope and the present pontiff also have chosen 
newspapers on this side of the Atlantic as 
the means of conveying to the people of the 
United States words of good wii! and of bless- 
ing. From this it will be seen that the Amer- 
icah press enjoys an altogether exceptional 
prestige and respect in the eyes of the rulers 
of the old world. 

Abroad the press is less favored in this 
regard—that is to say, on the continent of 
Europe. Of course there are many newspa- 
pers that are quite as patriotic, quite as in- 
dependent, and quite asincorruptible as their 
contemporaries om this side of the Atlantic 
ocean. But there are others of which this 
cannot be said, which have laid themselves 
open to something more than the mere suspi- 
cion of having placed their columns at the 
disposal of foreign governments in return 
for monetary considerations.

That is to say, the, European continental 
press as a whole is iess patriotically honest 
and less ineorruptible than that of the Unit- 
ed States. That is apparent not only by the 
superior consideration shown abroad to the 
American newspapers but likewise to the 
fact that funds are publicly maintained by

Although the 1907 football season for the col- 
leges within the big nine conference began 
with the games a week ago, the year was not 
considered as actively started until the teams 
lined up for the firat big contests yesterday. 
Following these games, at weekly intervals, 
the schedule will run through to completion 


on Nov. 23. 

In the east Princeton and Cornell appear to 
have the upper hand, as both teams have run 
up larger comparative soores on their oppo- 
nents than either Yale or Harvard. Yale is 
not as far advanced as either Princeton or 
Cornell, yet the coaches seem to be content 
with the work of the team. At Harvard 
Coach Crane is not getting the Crimson 
eleven in shape as. fast as those of previous 
years. This team ts composed for the most 
part of veterane, and a bright future is freeiy 
predicted by the Harvard supporters. 

In the west the coaches have advanced to 
the stage of picking their teams and polish- 
ing their plays for the big games. The feature 
of the western teams is the dearth of avall- 
able material from which to select a team, 
and the coaches will have to use men who 
were not considered at all last year. 

The probable makeup of the various west- 
ern college teams and the available materia! 
from which to select them is quoted below: 


Chicago.

Fight followers and fistic writers may ques- 
tion a fight between Burns and Jackson be- 
ing the first for the world’s heavyweight title 
under Queensberry rules that ever has been 
fought in this country. They may argue that 
Burns has no right to the American cham- 
pionship until Jim Jeffries turns up his toes. 
In this they will err, as Jeffries has stated 
repeatedly he never again will engage in a 
ring battle and, accepting this as true, he has 
no claim on the title. When he retired the 
championship was open for any two men to 
fight for. Marvin Hart and Jack Root grasped 
the opportunity and fought for the title which 
Jeffries, as referee, awarded to Hart, the 
winner. Burns then won it from Hart and 
defended it against O’Brien and Squires. 

Let us hike back fifteen years and see 
“where we are at regarding the much 
mooted world's championship battles. On 
Sept. 7, 1892, the first heavyweight champion- 
ship battle under Queensberry rules was 
fought at New Orleans between Champion 
John L. Sullivan and James J. Corbett, which 
Corbett won in the twenty-first round. That 
battle was for the championship of America, 
as Peter Jackson was the champion of Eng- 
land and had the best claim to the champion- 


ship of Great Britain by virtue of his defeat of 


Frank (Paddy) Slavin. Frank beat Jim 
Smith, England’s champion, with the raw 
uns under London prise ring rules, the 
same rules under which Sullivan won his 
epurs in America, 

The fight between Jackson and Slavin was 
for a $10,000 purse and took place under the 
auspices of the London Sporting elub on May 
30, 1882, and was advertised as being for the 
heavyweight championship of England and 
Australia. The next heavyweight champion- 
ship fight in this country was that between 
Corbett and Charley Mitchell at Jacksonville, 
Fla., on Jan. 25, 1894,.which Corbett won in 
the third round. Mitchell was touted as the 
heavyweight champion of England, but had 
no claim to the title. Then followed the 
Peter Maher-Bob Fitzsimmons fight in Mex!i- 
co, opposite Langtry, Tex., on Feb. 21, 1896, 
which Bob won in the first round. This was 
advertised as a champlonship affair because 
Corbett. a few months previous had pre- 
sented the title to Maher after he knocked 
out Cordett's sparring partner, Steve O' Don- 
nell, in the first round of their battle. 

The public, however, would not accept Fits- 
simmons as the champion until after he had 
defeated Corbett at Carson City, Nev., on 
March 17, 1897. Fitzsimmons’ first cham- 
pionship battle after winning the title from 
Corbett was with Jim Jeffries at Coney Is- 
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eleventh round. The big retired one then 
beat Tom Sharkey in twenty-five rounds, Jim 
Corbett in twenty-three rounds, Gus Ruhlin 


All of these battles were for the champion- 
ship of America only. Although Jeff was 
called the heavyweight champion of the 
world, he fought no foreign champion, and 


therefore had no rightful claim on the world’s | 


championship title. There is no doubt he 
could have beaten any man in the world, but 
he didn’t. He did beat Joe Goddard in four 
rounds and Peter Jackson in three early in 
the year 1898, but the Australians at the 
time would have been pie for any of our 


third raters. 


— 

Regarding Tommy Burns, we are forced 
to admit he broke into the chempionsbip 
class when there was not a good heavy- 
weight, barring perhaps Jack Johnson, in 
sight. That, however, is the fortune of the 
game. The same can be said of John L. Sul- 
livan, as he only had Paddy Ryan to topple 
over to become the great John L. Of course 
John cleaned up a number of aspirants and 
won money and glory by so doing. Burns 
beat Australia’s best and is matched to fight 
the champion of England. The fact Squires 
‘was easy picking, as also may de Gunner 
Moir, does not alter the case. Squires came 
to this country prepared to fight Jim Jeffries 
and we did not know how good, nor how 
a fighter he was. Jeff was offered a 
purse to fight Bill and turned it down, 
0 Burns is. entitled to some credit for tak- 
ing on the practically unknown Australian. 
He might beat Moir as easily as he did 
Squires. If he does and lives up to his prom- 
ise he will tackle Johnson, a man who is 
touted the best heavyweight in the country.

Jimmy Burns (George Memsr), who was 
requested by Joe Gans to Gefend the light- 
weight championship title, seems to be side- 
stepping. He had a chance to match with 
Packey McFafiand and Abe Attell at 183 
pounds ringside, but hoisted the weight to 
135, weigh in at least six hours before enter- 
ing the ring. Then Jimmy Gardner came 
along with an offer to fight him at his (Burns) 
weight, but Jimmy threw the offer in the dis- 
card. George, as we know him here in Chi- 
cago, is a good fighter when Joe Gans is not 
around, and can make it warm for any ofthe 
lightweights in the country. But he is handl- 
capping the best of them in the weights. A 
lift of two pounds before Batiing Nelson's 
manager shylocked Gans out of several 
pounds at Goldfield was not taken seriously. 
Since then, however, and since Gans beat 
Herman and Britt at 133 pounds, the light- 
weights demand the title de fought at the 
last named potindage. When Jack McAu- 
liffe was champion he Nfted the weigd to as 
high as 138 pounds, and Frank Erne com- 
pelled Gans to match at 135. Memsic cannot, 
it is said, made the lower weight, so he will 
be compelled to remain idle for a while.

An uneducated mechanic 
cannot go beyond the grade of piece 
wage worker or day laborer unless he 

ts above the average. He will not climb 
* unless he ie brilliantly efficient in his 
work. It ie not meant that a mechanic should 
have graduated from high school and 4 
technical college, although a high scheo! 


education is in the grasp of every Amerigan/ 


boy and should be taken. On the contrary, 
the boss foreman on a jod of plumbing or in 
a shop will not hire a man who can show po 
other preparation fer hig trade than a jumbled 
assortment of book ideas. 

The mechanic who first learns his trade in 
actual construction work and then attends 
a technical school is the one who will ad- 
vanee. He knows how to study. He knows 
how to make profitable application of every 
princirle 
memory is not burdened by rules and equa- 
tions, which do not picture to him an exact 
mechanical situation. 

* * 
Needs to Understand Machinery. 

It is the day of “ specializing" that has 
made it necessary for a mechanic to have an 
education. Every machine shop, and in fact 
nearly every manufacturing plant run by 
machinery, now is so extensive that there 
are few men in any establishment who know 
anything about any other machine than the 
one upon which they are employed. Ifa 
man’s machine breaks down he usually is 
unable to repair it himself and stands idle 
until the factory mechanic reaches the 
trouble. 

“ Why can’t a man on a machine rubber’ 
at the man on the next machine; learn an- 
other man's job; do other men’s work in 
idle moments, and, above all, study his own 
machine so that no general mechanic can 
come around and bluff him inte thinking he 
runs a mystery?“ . 

Should Study the Whole Shop. 

„ That's all right,” replied the mechanic 
who answered this question, “ but the aver- 
age shop worker doesn't think of such 
things. He wants to earn his money, and 
that's all. He thinks if he does more than

more labor to the firm than the firm pays for. 

He falls to realize that to get ahead he must 
know not only how to do his own work well 
but how every man around him should do his 
task. Above all he should know why 2 
things are done in certain ways and the 
suite of every move. Most fellows plug along 
and never know a thing about the theory of 
what they are doing. Ask them why they are 
nailing lids on bones or turning a lathe in a 
machine shop and you will get the er: 
To make money.’ 

„These fellows remain at the same nafling 
machine or the same lathe that they have 
operated ever since they entered the factory. 
If one of their fellow workmen invents an 
improved method of nailing boxes or trim- 


ming steel they have to make way for some 


one who has kept up with the procession. 
They do not know how to adapt themselves 
to new methods. They cannot run the new 
machine.” 
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Learn the “Why” of Your Work. 

The complicated machinery of today makes 
it impossible for a man to understand it 
unless he is well versed in the principles of 
mechanics and their application. It is easy 
enough to hold a box up to a machine, push 
a lever with your foot, and watch a whole 
line of nails drive home under the pressure 
of the weights; wut to know why those nails 
went into the right place and drove home 
at the first blow requires more thought than 
one gives to his task if he keepe pushing away 
with ene ear listening for the whistle and 
one eye on the clock. 

If a man studies his job he will find that 
there is much more to it than he ever sup- 
posed. If you are running a lathe or a bot- 
tle grinder, study it. Study it from all 
standpoints. If you study it long enough you 
will find principles you Nttle suspected in 
every one of the machine's simplest move- 
ments. Your machine will tell you how ig- 
norant you are.

TUDY your customer. You cannot pose 
him in an armchair and use a micro- 
scope; he’s there to buy goods: but as 
soon ag he comes in the door you can 
size him up and learn how to approach 

him to make a pleasing impression. 
customer’s first impression of the salesmen 
is not good, Mr. Customer is going to an- 
other man’s store to make his fina! selection 
unless he finds such a great bargain that he 
knows he cannot afford to pass it by. Not 
many saleenien have any such bargains. 
There is nothing for sale that a shrewd com- 
petitor cannot almost duplicate. The buyer 
knows tbis. 

If a man Is from the same city In which 
your store is lecated—and you can tell by his 
air of confidence, his clothes, and general 
conduct whether he is or is not a stranger— 
do not greet him with a warming smile and 
outstretched arms with the words; 

“How d’y do, neighbor; we've just what 
you want hers.” 

You do not know whether you have what 
the man wants or not. Let him leok around. 
Make trifling suggestions without forcing 
yourself upon him until he unburdens him- 
self. Treat him as he should be treated 
and you will “sell him.” He knows what 
ho wants and wants you to let him find it.

OVE the clock and get more suntight. 

Too mich daytime goes to waste. 

The foolish system by which standard 

time makes us sleep several hours 

daily while the sun shines during half 

the year should be changed. We need day- 

light, sunlight for our leisure hours of the 

evening. We should withdraw some of the 

hours of wasted sunlight from the beginning 

of the day and place them at the end. We 

can have eighty minutes more daylight after 

6 p. m. every day during May, June, July, 

and August, and an average of forty-five min- 
utes more each day during September. 

The simple expedient by which this is pos- 
sible is to advance standard time twenty 
minutes on each of four Sunday mornings 
in April, and on each of four Sundays in 
September standard time shall recede twenty 
minutes. Another means of reaching the 
same result would be to alter the clock thirty 
minutes on each of six Sundays, the last three 
in April and the first three in September. 
The cost of the scheme is the effort in moving 
the hands of the clock. We lose nothing and 


gain much.

Gaining a Holiday Every Week. 
To wind up a watch requires more effort 


than to move the hands twenty or thirty 7 


minutes once a week, three or four times 
in April, and three or four times in Septem- 
ber, yet no more than that is needed to secure 
Guring nearly five, montha of the year the 
equivalent of a whole holiday every week. 
Eighty minutes a day amount in a week to 
nine hours and twenty minutes, which is 
about the average time that can be spent in 
open air exeroise on any holiday. 

‘With nine bours and twenty minutes 
every week of edditional opportunity for 
recreation we would add to our strength of 
mind and body. At present the brief period 
of daylight at our disposal is insufficient 
for open air recreation, but the addition of 
an hour and twenty minutes daily will sup- 
ply the deficiency. The use of parks will 
be doubled. ; 

Nor will we have to rob ourselves of sleep. 


eighty minutes of daylight added to our wak- 
ing hours we will have eighty minutes dark- 
ness in which to sleep. By those who dp not 
retire until early morning or those who sleep 
with open Windows the advantage of not 
being awakened by the sun will be appre- 
ciated. Every one, rich and poor alike, will 
find their expenditures for light greatly re- 
duced in six months of every year. 

This consideration bringe into view the 
financial aspect of the scheme. Assuming 
that the cost of artificial light for each unit 
of the population averages one-fifth of a 
cent per hour, and showing that 210 addi- 
tional hours of daylight can be gained yearly, 
it will be seen that $88,000,000 per year will 
be saved to the people of the United States 
in light bills, 6

If the standard time is changed according 
to this plan the man who now leaves off 
work at 5 p. m. will take with him the light 
that he now has at 8:40. He who leaves off 
work at 6 o'clock will take the light now 
shining at 4:40. Most striking is the ad- 
vantage to be gained on Saturdays. Those 
whose half holidays begin at 12 o'clock will 
have as much daylight at their disposal as 
if their vacation had commenced at 10:40. 
Those whose half holiday begins at 1 will 
2 with them the light now shining at 

Consider what this gained time means to 
posterity! At the age of 28, minus six years 
of childhood, a man will have gained a whole 
year of daylight. At 50 he will have gained 
two years, and at 72 he will have added 
three years to the sum of sunny enjoyment. 

Only two objections so far have been raised 
to this scheme. They are insignificant. One 
is that the same end can be attained by early 
rising; the other is that the saving by users 
of artificial light would be offset by a corre- 
sponding loss to producers. 

To the first objection one might answer, 
nobody wants to rise early. Change the 
clock and they won't have to do so. As to 
the second objection, the light companies will

On that same twenty-seven 
elementary night schools conducted at pub- 
lic expense will outreach a helping hand to 
the day workers who need educational help. 
Assistant Superintendent C. P. Megan now Is 
mapping out the work for the coming term.

What the Night Schools Teach. 

The work of these public night schools, 
where the worker is given the chance to move 
on falls into three divisions: 

Teaching English to foreign speaking peo- 
ple, chiefly adults, so that the immigrant 
population will be able to overcome the 
handicap of unfamiliarity with the language 
in the shortest possible space of time and 
with the least possible effort. 

Helping to complete the education of boys 
and girls who have been compelled to leave 
school before finishing the regular course 
ahd who have found the need for more train- 
ing before they can advance in the fields of 
work they have gone into. 

Giving technical instruction in special sub- 
jects to those who have found the educa- 
tional wall! a barrier to their progress. 

A study of.the nativity statistics of the 
evening schools will show that these schools 
are of great value in the making of an intel- 
lectyal citizen body. The better class of 
foreign speaking people, those who have re- 
ceived at least the rudiments of an educa- 
tion before coming to America, must have a 
knowledge of the English language if they 
are to make the best use of their attain- 
ments and ability. The poorer foreign speak- 
ing class, the day laborers, have difficulty in 
getting any kind of work at all without at 
least enough English to enabie them to un- 
derstand the orders of the foreman. For 
both these classes the evening schools fur- 
nish the opportunity. 

* * 
Special Books in English. 

Instead of the elementary school readers, 
based upon the immature thought and limited 
experience of children, the board of education 
puts into the hands of adult foreign speaking 
punils supplementary reading. books of high 
intrinsic value educationally, but of simple 
language. Within the last few years several 
thousand dollars have been appropriated for 
the purchase of books of: this character, and 
thus the foreign speaking tollers not only are 
given without cost an education which will 
enable them to move forward in the struggle 
of the new world but also are given the tools 
with which they are destined to carve their 
way—the books. 

The work of assisting boys and girls who 
have left school for the shop and factory per- 
haps is the most difficult part of the evening 
school work, for the boy or girl who has seen 


the rapid progress of the day 
not be satisfied with the slow 
evening schools, and the young and 
boy or girl will not add an evening of study 
to a day of labor unless the work is made an- 
teresting and valuable, The pupils like. to 
feel that they are getting along, that they 
are going to have something worth while to 
show for their winter's work in school, 
Therefore every effort is being made to give 
this class of pupils an incentive. The incen- 
tive which has proved the most successful! is 
the knowledge that their work in school will 

give them a greater e capacity.

Hany Adee in Night Schools. 

Thus the foreign speaking adults and those 
who were compelled to leave schoo] early 
are given the chance in the evening schoels 
to get past the wall. These two classes, to- 
gether with the adult workers who are em- 
ployed during the day and find night their 
only time to get the educational equipment 
for progress in their various fields of ‘work 
flock into the evening schools and there are 
given the training they need. 

Bookkeeping is taugh: in all the schools. 


In the elementary schools a simple but thor- 


ough course is given. In the high schools a 
more adwanced course is offered, including 
the handling of a complete set of books, of 
entry and business forms of all kinds, and 
the carrying on of actual transactions in 
various departments of business. A thor- 
ough course In commercial arithmetic accom- 
panies the work in accounting. Stenography 
is taught in all the high schools and in sev- 
eral of the elementary schools and in five 
months the advanced pupils are able to 
write from 60 to 100 words per minute 
from dictation. 

Special emphasis is laid on the course in 
typewriting, in recognition of the fact that 
there is a growing demand for typewriter 
operators, irrespective of whether or not 
they aiso are stenographers. In this course 
not only is the use of the keys taught but 
also forme of letters, frequent expressions, 
business phrases, etc. 

. * 


Manual Training at Crane School. 


Manual training of the high school grade 
is given in thé Richard T. Crane Manual 
Training High school. The work includes 
advanced woodworking, blackgmithing, ma- 
chine shop, and foundry. The function of 
this high school couree is in the main to make 
men more efficiént who already know their 
trade in part and to broaden their mechan- 
ical training. 

The course of drawing which is offered in 
the evening schools includes the various 
forms of industrial drawing and thorough 
courses are given in architectural, machine, 
and free hand drawing. 

Courses in chemistry and physics also are 
offered. These are designed chiefly for per- 
sons engaged in the mechanical trades, but 
also are suitable for teachers and pupils

in which the grocer places the dozen eggs 
for delivery at the back door of his customer. 
Perhaps as a further example of evolution 
in box making, the change from the 3x4 egg 
box to the 2x6 egg arrangement is sig- 
nificant. When the eggs are arranged in the 
2x6 boxes, these boxes accommodate them- 
selves to the modern wooden packing case 
in which eggs are shipped. 
* 
Machine Makes Whole Boz. 

In the making of boxes ordinarily the fac- 
tory huys its paper stock in sheete of a sige 
and material to meet the necessities of a 
perticular box. The dies that are to cut and 
shape the box have been made, and if print- 
ing and illustration are necessary upon the 
product the designs are made to conform to 
the shaping dies. The printing of the sheet 
material is the first process, and, if in col- 
ors, each of the sheets must be run separate- 
ly through the color preszes, giving time to 
dry between each printing. 

When the sheet is réady for the dies that 
are to cut the box outlines it is fed into the 
machine as into a printing press. Wherever 
cutting and slitting is necessary in the box 
design the die lines are sharp edged. 
Where the box is to be folded the metal line 
is dull and in pressing the paper merely in- 
dents it. 

As these boxes are prepared for the mar- 
ket—unless they be the set up box for the 
trade—only one pasting {s made in the fac- 
tory. A paste line hes been left in the cut- 
ting of the box shape, and as it passes out 
of the cutting dies the box 18 folded flat and 
the pasting edge passes over the top of-a 
wheel revolving in hot glue. Automatically 
the machine presses the two edges of the 


box together, and when i? finally is released 


from the pasting machine the box is flat for 


shipment, with the ends to be folded in, and 


tucked or pasted at the place where the box 
receives its tontents for fhe market. 
„ . 
Made and Filled at Once. 

There is a box of ornamental workman- 
ship used by a salt company for packing 
table salt in which the processes of boxmak- 
ing largely are completed in the packing 
plant. As received from the box factory 


these packing boxes are flat. In the packing 
rooms the movement of the hand opens the 
folded square, and it is slipped over a carry- 
ing arm of square metal which moves with 
it to an automatic folder, pressing down the 
under lap at the bottom and depositing a 
drop of glue upon it. Passing on, another 
folder presses down the outer printed square 
of the bottom upon the glue and a hot roll 
dries it. 

With the bottom of the box closed, it is 
delivered open and right side up under an 
automatic filling machine, passing to an 
automatic scale which rejects a box that Is 
short of the proper quantity, and finally, 
after twenty or twenty-five feet passage on 
an endless belt, the box of salt is dropped 
upon a carrier which takes it up to the pack- 
ing room, 

„ * 8 
Cereal Boxes Most Numerous. 

This virtually is the process of modern 
packing of all powdered commodities sold in 
boxes of the kind. For the folding carton, 
in which so many bottled substances are 
packed, the person packing the box must 
close the folding ends of the bottom, slip the 
bottle into it, an then tuck in the strips at 
the top, closing the package. 

Boxes for the packing of foodstuffs ef 
countless kinds probably lead in the box 
demands of the country. Next to these the 
folding carton for patent medicines and the 
like are most used. . One brand of pancake 
flour uses 2,000,000 of two pound box:s a 
year. One salt concern orders five or ten 
carloads of salt boxes at a time. On top 


of these are the shoe boxes, hat boxes, laun- . 


dry boxes, butter cartons, oyster pails, and 
the myriad other pasteboard receptacles for 
the endless things which are retailed to the 
people of the country year after year.

“Men Forced from Mills. 

How the demand for the paper box has im- 
posed itself upon the manufacturer may be 
seen in many factories, which use the set 
up paper box. Naturally the box which 
is made up and completed with cover, cannot 
be shipped economically. But the box Is 
necessary—as to the shoe manufacturer— 
and in order to have the box the box factory 
must be established close to the factory which 
turhs out the shoes. 

With the competition which has sprung 
up among the paper box makers, the dwin- 
died margin of profits has brought about 
the highest grade of automatic machinery.

impression.

Mind Leads the Perceptions. 

The impressions made by exterior objects 
on the sense organs, the nerves and the brain, 
are followed by certain mental operations. 
These two things often are confounded. We 
ate in the habit of saying that our senses 
often deceive sus; it would be more just to 
say that we do not always interpret correctly 
the data that they furnish us. The act of in- 
terpretation may be learned. And this is the 
cultivation of the senses. 

The senses may be cultivated in early life, 
because it is in this period that the organs 
adapt themselves and lend themselves best 
to the fanctions for which they are made, and 
because in children the senses have a consid- 
erable préponderance in their activities. The 
child is curious, touches everything, observes, 
listens, and handles with ardor and eager- 
ness, so that exercises for educating the 
senses are for him as easy and pleasant as 
amusements. 

The development and regularity of any one 
sense plays its part in the harmony ot all. 
There {s @ sort. of mutual aid society among 
the senses, as Dr. Willington Miller called it.

Institute for Feebleminded Chiiaren thinks

Of course, the 
insects may maké sounds which are inaudible 
to humans. There are but few insects that 
have any cry at all to our ears. There may, 
however, be no such thing as dumb animals. 
Probably also they hear much that we cannot 


Horses Hear Better than Men. 

Horses are known to hear what is in- 
audible to people. At the time of an earth- 
quake along the shores of the Mediterranean 
the horses for several days before exhibited 
every symptom of abject fear. Some could 
not be made to stir from their stables. Some 
were unmanageable in harness, would stop 
on the road and shake with terror. Whenthe 
deep rumbling noise and awful roaring was 
first heard by people, which was only a few 
seconds before the earthquake, their fright 
reached a climax. They may have heard 
subterranean sounds which made them sweat 
and tremble, and which their masters did 
not catch. . 

Rousseau called attention to the fact that

serves as a basis for the intellectual reason.

Then they 
would know better than to play slot 

machines or buy prize packages. And when 
they grew up they ‘would shun the book- 
maker, the lottery, and the roulette wheel. 

The ordinary gambler speculates partly be- 
cause he loves the excitement and thrill of the 
game, but mainiy, he will assure you as he 
ageures himself, he is buoyed on by the hope 
of winning. He does not stop to figure out bis 
chances. If he sees a hundred to one shot he 
will play it, seeing only that by risking a 
dollar he has a chance to win a bundred. 
If he had been taught in school to see that 
really the chances were 200 to 1 against him, 
and that he was betting a dollar ag 50 
cents, he would keep his money in — 1 Aen 
Of course the man who plays the races knows 
the odds of the book are against him. He 
prides himself, however, that he is a wise 
reader of the “dope sheet” and that he, 
can overcome the odds by a superior eun- 
ning. He knows that he can’t win on his 
luck, for this “ Dreaks even in the jong 
run, 
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Fate’s Cards Always Stacked. 

But the man who plays againat a machine, 
if he has taken the elementary course in the 
law of probabilities, can suffer under no 
delusions and cannot give himself any rea- 
sonable excuse. He is bound to lese. The 
odds on the machine are against him. And 
even if they were not, it is entirely likely 
that the machine would win: An old gam- 
bler contends that if a man matched pennies 
all day every day for a month against a 
purely mechanical device he would quit a 
heavy loser. The only way he could keep 
even would be to start out with heads or 
„ talls and then go away and leave the 
machine at work, never changing his bet. If 
he remained to watch the operation he would 
be sure to lose bis head and begin to guess 
against the relentless mechanism, and then 
he would lose. 

In the ordinary coin paying stot machine, 
the dial shows alternate reds and blacks, u- 
terspersed here and there with quarters, 
halves, and perhaps §1. The player wins 
5 cents on the red, 5 cents om the black, 20 
cents on the quarter, 45 cents on the half, and 
9 cents on the dollar. The dials differ, but 
suppose there are thirty rede, thirty blacks, 
ten quarters, five halves. and one dollar: The 
chances against you then on the red or black 
are 46 to 80; on the quarter, 66 to 24; on the 
half, 71 to 24, and on the dollar, 75 to 19. Most 
players, it is said, prefer the larger sums as 
a hazard in the coin machines, although the 
probabilities against them are much greater. 
Again, they are dazzled by the chance of win- 
ning a large sum at a small risk. Really, they 
are betting their nickel inst 8 cents on the 


“thine the machine is 


rod or bisck and ageinst A onto or less on dh 
larger sums. 


If the children knew this they would not 
fool away their money in the machines when 
they go for a boat ride on the lake, and it is 
reasonable to suppose that grown men and 
women would beware of them if they had 
learned to figure chances when they were in 
school. In the penny machines in the cigar 
stores the probabilities are harder to figure. 
You play a cent in the machine and if you 
get two pairs from a revolving pack of cards 
always exposing the faces of five you win aS 
cent cigar. In most of the machines you 
must get jacke up or better” in order to 
win. Any poker player will bet you a chip 
on any deal that you will not have as good as 
a pair of trays and the chances that you 
will have two pairs as good as jacks up must 
be at least twenty to one. 

Wherever and whenever children or grown 
people play their money ‘against the ma- 
going to win. That's 
what it is there for. Most people know this 
in a general way, no doubt, bat they do not 

late the precise chances against them. 
If they did they would be less likely to play, 
because figures and mathematical reason- 
ing are great dampeners for the spirit of 
speculation. Of course, some men lose their 
heads entirely. They ‘become fiends for the 
poker table or the poolroom, and play even 


‘when they know they are bound to lose. 


But even these might have been saved in the 
beginning by a calculation of the probabil!l- 
ties. If they had been taught when children 
to figure the chances before they took a 
hazard they might have drawn back before 
the habit fastened itself upon them. 

* * 


Might Save Cash Risked. 

If nobody gambled except for amusement, 
and if everybody beforéhand made a calcula- 
tion as to how much they were prepared to 
pay for that amusement, realizing that the 
expectation in every case was a loss, the 
Worst evil of gambling would be eliminated. 
The only difficulty would be the psychological 
one of preventing a man from being carried 
away by hisexcitement. What people should 
know is that to bet against a bank or a syn- 
dicate, a slot machine, a bookmaker, agame 
of poker, or bridge with a rakeoff isa bad 
investment. Of course, everybody knows 
that gambling is immoral They should 
know, too, that it is unprofitable. 

Even where all the stakes are distributed 
evenly and fairly among the players—that is, 
where there is no rakeoff or percentage 
against the bettor—gambling is a poor in- 
vestment on the ground that a bird in 
the hand is worth two In the bush.” The loss 
of the bird in hand means a definite loss of 
income. The dollars you risk you could save 
or invest in the saner pleasures and com- 
forts of life. The dollars you may win can- 
not be regarded as incom d you may not, 
probably will not, win them.

great care must be taken to have the proper 
allowance everywhere for seams), for where 
it is possible all the seam lines should be 
traced with a wheel, or marked with chalk 
or pencil, and a paper geam is only in the 
way. Put a short pencil mark to indicate 
the position of the waist line at the under 
arm seams, also in the middle of the front 
and back. 

When a pattern is pinned on the cloth ready 
to be cut out allow a one inch seam on the 
shoulder pieces, also on the under arm seams, 
and a good one-quarter inch on the neck and 
armhole. If the waist is hooked in the back 
one inch and a quarter is allowed beyond 
the middle back. This allows enough to turn 
back and cover the sewing on of the hooks, 
and no other facing is necessary. If the 
waist buttons, lay the hems, usually making 
them one inch wide, and put the middle back 
edge ot the pattern directly in the middle of 
the hem. 

If one were copying the waist of the pretty 
dinner gown which is shown here made of 
volle and trimmed with tiny shirrings of 
taffeta (or puffings would be pretty), one 
would see that this waist fastens in the back 
and is cut out for a yoke. First, mark the 
depth that the yoke is cut out on the middle 
front of the pattern (say, seven or eight 
inches down from the neck), then hold the 
pattern up to you and see whether the mark- 
ing is where you want it; draw a line across 
the pattern at this point, meeting it by a line 
that comes straight down from the shoulder, 
about one and cne-half inches from the neck 
line. In other words, copy this front piece 
in light, easily erased pencil lines on the 
front of the pattern until it suits you, then 
by use of a tracing wheel tranefer this front 
slope to s separate piece of paper and cut out. 

This waist has a lightweight silk lining, 
and should be cut like the pattern, excepting 
that it will be a good plan to lay a shoulder 

plait at the end nearest the armhole, to cut 
the front on a fold of the silk, and have the 
waist hook invisibly up the back. The shape 
of the yoke will have been traced on the pat- 
tern when the outline for the front piece was 
made. Only when it is cut out of the lace, an 
inch must be allowed all around beyond the 
traced line. The yoke can be basted on the 
foundation, and’ then the pattern used again 
to cut out the lower part of the waist. This 
is cut of the voile by laying a fold of the 


about half an inch beyond the pattern line, 
This done, turn the material down over the 
interlining, which then will have a narrow 
turn at the edge, and pin it all around, taking 
care to put the pins in always at right angles 
to the edge, as otherwise there would be con- 
siderable danger of stretching. For the same 
reason do not tack the edge, for the less it is 
handled the better, but proceed to herring- 
bone the turnings neatly down to the inter- 
lining all around. This done, rub some soap 
over the turnings, taking care it does not get 
on to the right side, and then press well with 
a moderately hot iron. The heat of the iron 
will melt the soap and convert it into a sort of 
stiff glue, which will stiffen the edges and at 
the same time reduce the bulk of the inter- 
linings and turnings. Any good plain soap, 
not scented, does for the purpose, and it 
should be used new, so it is soft enough torub. 
off on to the material without any pressure; 
indeed, the softer the soap is the better, pro- 
vided always it has not been used in water. 
With a washing material, obviously, the use 
of soap would be out of place; but then its 
presence would not be needed. With wool 
material of any kind it is of great service in 
giving a professional look to edges and much 
helps the all important pressing. 

As for the skirt, little explanation is need- 
ed. It is built on the simplest lines, with 
just. the merest suggestion of fullness 
around the waist, which only attaine ap- 
preciable proportions in the middle of the 
back. Here the placket hole is arranged 
and should be finished off neatly with the 
material, and provided with ample fasten- 
inge in the shape of hooks and eyes or pat- 
ent fasteners. Six yards of double width 
material is quite enough for the suit, while 
of flannel of the usual yard wide width an 
additional three yards oles be required.

These patchwork articles 
are made in the most elaborate designs, but 
there is none much prettier than the simple 
square patterns. Cut @ paper pattern of the 
size you desire your squares to be and meas- 
ure each biook by it. Never cut one square 
by another; always go back to the original 
paper pattern. Lay the pattern on the goods 
and mark the edge lines with pins. Then 
draw a thread in the goods to cut by. Cut 
exactly and carefully, for the quilt will be 
spoiled if the blocks are not perfectly even. 

Sew the blocks together in long strips, the 
length of the quilt, overseaming them with 
close stitches. Thechildren can do this when 
the weather is bad. 


goods on the middle front of the pattern, and 
laying several shallow plaits in the material, 
like the picture. The voile would be plain 
under the front plastron, and as the traced 
lines of the plastron are on the pattern, it 
easily can be seen how far up to allow the 
voile to go. If these same tracings are on the 
silk foundation there will be no difficulty in 
laying the voile exactly in place on the silk 
lining. 

The plastron is made of taffeta silk and is 
attached to the waist next. This should be 
stitched in place all around, which also will 
hold the yoke and body part in place. The 
back is made like the front, excepting that 
the yoke is not as deep and the plastron does 
not extend below a yoke line and does not 
have the long, narrow part reaching to the 
waist, as it has on the front. The seams 
should be stitched, bound with silk binding 
ribbon, and pressed open. The backs should 
be turned in exactly on the traced line mark-~ 
ing the middle of the back ,and hooks should 
be sewed on the right side, set in one-eighth 
of an inch from the the edge and one inch 
apart all the way down, and the eyes on the 
left side, so they extend sufficiently to be fas- 
tened easily. Then the material which was 
turned in, and to which the hooks and eyes 
have been sewed, is brought back and over 
where the hooks and eyes are sewed in and 
hemmed under the edge on the hook side and 
overhanded on the edge on the eye side. 

The puffing now is made and put on, ex- 
cepting where the sleeves are put in. There 
it must be left loose. The sleeves easily can 
be copied from a shirt waist sleeve pattern, 
and after they are put in the trimming is at- 
tached so it comes over the seam. A boned 
foundation for a girdle may be bought in any 
department store for 15 cents, and the waist 
line will be found clearly defined by a straight 
half inch wide piece of cambric which: is 
atitched on. Find the right lengths on the 
front, back, and under arm seams of the 
waist, mark straight lines connecting these 
points, and attach this line to waist line of 
girdle. For an average sized waist the under 
arm eeam will come five and one-half inches 
from the middle of the back of the girdle. 
Attach the middle backs of the girdle, place 
the under arm seams at the five and one-half 
inch points, and the middle front to the mid- 
dle front of the girdle, and arrange the full- 
ness in between. It then will be an easy mdt- 
ter to see where the top edge of the girdle

Comes on the waist. If this work is care- 
fully done, it rarely is that an alteration is 
necessary. The girdle is stitched to the waist 
along the upper edge, and the extra material 
below cut away. Then the outside is put on, 
also the hooks and eyes up the back, then the 
lining to the girdle hemmed on, and the waist 
is completed. This waist was chosen for the 
details of making, as it would be more diffi- 
cult than the rest. But any waist with care 
can be most accurately copied, a shirt waist 
— being all that is necessary to work 

Take any of the other waists shown here, 
Mark off the distances and spaces that seem 
correct to show the designs, hold the pattern 
up to you and judge of the correctness of the 
Proportions and lines. If there are groups of 
tucking, as are shown in one design, tear off 
a strip of the oloth the right length, then 
tuck the material, measuring it by the marks 
on the pattern, to be sure when enough are 
put in. Then if strips of insertion or other 
trimming are to be used lay them directly 
on the pattern and build the waist in that 
manner. The illustration chosen will show 
the number of strips of ineertion, groupe of 
tucks, etc., and these places can be marked 
off on the paper patternaso there will be no 
difficulty in finding out jus how wide to make 
the tucks and other trimming. 

After the pattern has been so traced and 
marked it begins to show signsof wear. Cut 
another one out exactly by it, and soone can 
keep on indefinitely. . 

Where the large armhole is used it easily is 
seen that the waist is built out beyond the 
original armhole line. The under arm seam 
of necessity is a short one, and can be guided 
by one’s fancy. The seam either can be a 
straight one or curved in a little. It is wise to 
baste it up and try it on before stitching. In 
this kind of a waist, where a smal! sleeve is 
shown coming out underneath the large arm- 
hole, a skeleton yoke must be made, to which 
the sleeves are sewed. This can be entirely 
separate from or attached to the outsides 
waist. 

In setting trimmings into sleeves ft is better 
to out the sleeves out, baste up, and er 
around the upper edge and try on, 
on the trimming first, so as to be sure and ge 
it in the right place. 

Where a long, tight cuff is used, as is shown 
on this page, fold a piece of cloth on the 
length of the goods, measure the arm below 
the elbow, and either the wrist—if the cuff is 
to be left open a ways and buttoneé or 
hooked—or the broad part of the hand, if the 
cuff is to be large enough to slip over; then 
connect these two points with a straight line, 
Be sure it is large enough and it will bea 
perfect pattern. 

In making a sleeve of this kind sew up the 
seam of the upper part, make the lowest part 
and sew up that seam also. Either put the 
two parts together so that the seams meet, 
or have the cuff seam come directly under- 
neath. Baste the two parts carefully to- 
gether and finish in a French seam, or make 
4 felled seam, doing the felling or hemming 
down by hand. 

After a sleeve is sewed into the armhole 
it should be turned up towards the shoulder 
of the waist and fastened securely to the 
shoulder seam, and for a short distance either 
side of it can be done invisibly. It makes the 
fullness of the sleeve set off from the shoul- 
der, as it should. If not fastened, the seam 
sometimes turns in towards the sleeve, and 
the result is that the sleeve lumps up.

Mave a national council composed 
societies and 100,000 members. ‘They *. os 
ing to have the word persons in the electoral 
statutes co to embrace women, as it 
naturally should, in state and municipal elec- 
tions. While there is no immediate prospect 
for woman's enfranchisement in Germany 
the demand for it grows stronger every year. 
Austria is severely handicapped by its eight 
different languages, which prevent concerted 
action. Nevertheless, the Austrian women 
have @ council with a membership of 18,000, 
all working for woman's enfranchisement. 
The question has been debated in the lower 
house and postponed for the time being. 

Owing to the fact that men in Austria have 
obtained universal suffrage, and that the 
socialists have a majority in parliament, 
hopes are entertained for a woman's en- 
franchisement law. Hungary has a national 
council of seventy associations, which have 
done amazing work for woman’s suffrage. 
Italy has one of sixty federated societies. 
Russia has a union for women’s rights, and 
woman suffrage has found place in the 
platforms of the democrats, laborites, and 

social revolutionists. In the Netherlands 
the National Council of Women hes thirty 
associations and 80,000 members. Dr. Aletta 
H. Jacobs, Holland's first woman doctor, is 
its president. In 1900 ft is expected the fran- 
chise will be granted to women. In Den- 
mark are eighteen societies. for Woman's 
electoral rights. A liberal municipal fran- 
chise for women is soon expected. In Ice- 
land the women now vote for municipal! of- 
fice, and the government has announced its 
intention of presenting a bill for their full 


suffrage. i 
Emily Hobhouse— 


Has free industrial schools in South Africa 
for the benefit of the helpless and unfortu- 
nate Dutch girls, to teach them how to spin, 
weave, and make useful and valuable cloths, 
fabrics, and carpets for home and commerce, 
She first went to the Orange River colony 
several years ago, and when the first school 
was well under way passed on to the Trane- 
vaal and founded its duplicate. These two 
parent schools are now firmly established, 
and form centers whence Boer girls, trained 
in hand spinning, dyeing, and weaving, go 
out to teach the industry in the farmhouses 
and country districts. 

Pupils who have passed through the first 
school are now successfully teaching else- 
where. After an exhibition of the work they 
took in about $800. Practically all the good 
work sold quickly and easily, and certain 
lines could have been sold over and over 
again. Unless all signs fail, Emily Hob- 
house is destined to become one of the leadin 
sources of commercial greatness and wealt 
to the people of South Africa, and a source of 
wealth that can only Operate beneficially on 
the individual and society, as it promises to 
produce an ever growing stream of wealth

And where is Chicago's Rialto? Perhaps you have 
not stopped to figure out where it ought to be; perhaps 
you have not been able to find a place quite gay enough 
to lead you to wonder whether or not it might not be 
called Chicago's Rialto. But no matter whether you 


haye thoucht about it or haven't, Chicago has a Rialto. 

Ask any player, from chorus girl up to star, and 
you'll de told just where it is. They all know. What's 
more, all will tell you stories about it-—stories which 
have so much romance in them and savor so much of 
life in Bohemia that you'll almost wish you were a 
part of the life on the Chicago Rialto, just as you long 
to stroll down Broadway from Thirty-eighth street to 
Forty-fifth street—New York’s Rialto—after you have 
read a lot of stories about the place. 

And yet it might surprise you to krow that perhaps 
every day in your.life you are a pedestrian in Chicago's 
Rialto without knowing it. Every day, perhaps, without 
knowing it, you pass the big people of the stage as you 
go to lunch, as you start home after vou have finished a 
days work, as you stroll along the streets after your 
dinner, or even as you hurry to the theaters in the 
evening or from them to the brilijiant restaurants after 
the shows. And at almost any hour of the day that you 
happen to be strolling along the Rialto you pass the 
little people of the stage—the pretty people of the 
chorus, the one line people, and the silent part people.

Where do you suppose it is? 

Three sides of Chicago’s Rialto is walled by theenew 
Cook county’ building and the other side is walled by 
long rows of tall buildings and buildings of ordinary 
height and theaters. There are more theaters and cafés 
than anything else. 

If you want to walk tne whole length of Chicago's 
Rialto begin your tour by going over into Washington 
street and starting from a point in front of the Chicago 
op®ra house. Go from the Chicago opera house over to 
the Grand opera house. In making this trip vou either 
may cross over to the north side of Washington street 
and then saunter east to Clark or you may go down the 
south side of the street. In fact, most of the actresses 
and actors take the shortest route and cross the inter- 
section diagonally. 

Having arrived at the Grand opera house, you no 
longer are on the outskirts of the Rialto. You are en- 
tirely within its limite From this point stroll north on 
the east side of the street and count the actors and 
actresses and chorus girls and supernumeraries who 
pass you. It will take more than the fingers on your 
two hands counted over twice to register all of them. 
Walk north to the north side of Randolph street and. 
you will find yourself at the heart of the Rialto.

northeast. corner of Randolph and Clark streets as far 
west as Powers’ theater and the east fork runs east as 
far as the Colonial, passing the Garrick and the Olym- 
pic. This is Chicagos RKialto— the little stretch of 
Washington street from the Chicago opera house to 
Clark street, Clark etreet from Washington to Ran- 
dolph, and Randolph street from Powers’ to the Colo- 
nial. And on the Rialto every day in the week after 11 
o’clock in the morning you will pass all the people of 
the stage in Chicago. 

You will be surprised to find, too, that you not only 
will pass the stage people who are playing at the the- 
aters on the Rialto but the players from all the other 
theaters as well. From the Illinois, the Auditorium, the 
Whitney, the Studebaker, the Majestic, Mevicker's, the 
Great Northern, and the La Salle, the people of the 
stage flock to the Rialto as bees swarm to their hives. 
They go there to meet their friends in the other com- 
panies, to chat with them, to talk shop with them, to 
spring their new jokes and their old ones, to buy them 
a highball of a cocktail, and to talk about old times, 
and to make predictions about times to come.

Almost every day during the summer they went over 
onto the Rialto for the afternoon or strolled over that 
way for dinner or for their after phe theater supper.

They 
make the rounds of the theaters every day or two to 
meet their old friends and they tour at least the larger 
section of the Rialto every time they go to their theater 
or leave it. 

E. H. Sothern made his initial appearance on the 
Rialto the other day after an absence of a number of 
months, and of course all his friends had to greet him 
and ask him all about the new play and how it wae going. 
That’s the way with things on the Rialto. Dverybody is 
interested in the success of everybody else and everybody 
wants to know just what everybody else is doing and 
how everybody else is getting along.

In the list of its members there are the names of many 
women who are not rich. Social position counts for 
more than anything else, perhaps, and yet social posi- 
tion alone is not enough. Intellectuality is regarded as 
a Splendid qualification, but intellectuality without so- 
ela! position, without a certain dignified bearing, with- 
out a graciousness of manner which at once bespeaks 
good breeding as well as mental culture, is never per- 
mitted to open the doors of the club.

The Fortnightly of Chicago lays claim to being the

The Fortnightly’ was organized by Mrs. Kate Newell 
Doggett, a woman of brilliant attainments and scholarly 
tastes and its organization was simultaneous with that 
of the Chicago Literary club and the membership roll 
to a great extent was made up at the beginning of the 
wives of the members of the literary club.

The presidency 
of the Fortnightly is perhaps the most sought after of- 
fice open to clubwomen of Chicago. For two years Mrs. 
Potter Palmer was president of the club. She had been 
chairman of the board of lady managers of the World’s 
Columbian exposition and had held more honorary offices 
than any other Chicago woman, and yet she felt hon- 
cored by her election to the presidency of the Fort- 
nightly.

The Fortnightly differs greatly from the other wom- 


' en'a clubs of Chicago in many ways. First of all, it is one 


of the few clubs in Chicago which have clung to their 
original purpose, devoting itself wholly to intellec- 
tual, artistic, musical, and social culture. In the early 
days there was a tendency and effort on the part of 
the much honored first president, who ruled this exclu- 
sive organization in a masterful manner, to further 
advanced views on the question of women's rights of 
suffrage, but the general tone and decided inclination 
of the members were against this advanced movement 
and have continued to be to this day. In the last ten 
years the members themselves have contributed the 
fortnightly programs with only a few notable excep- 
tions and ne publicity whatever has been given to the 
meetings or to the work of the club—two other points 
of radical difference between the conservative, ex- 
glusive Fortnightly and the other women's clubs of Chi- 
cago. The few exceptions to the general rule of pro- 
grams of home talent were made when distinguished 
authors and dramatists, educators, artists, and mu- 
sicians have been entertained by the exclusive club be- 
hind its closed doors and, with the world shut out, have 
given programs which would attract throngs were they 
offered to the public.

Keeps Aloof from Other Clubs. 


_ The same conservatiem which has kept the Fort-

Just what it is now is inde- 
scribable—since basketball was introduced in one of the 
Americanized schools, since the athletic American girl 
made her appearance on the island and tantalized the 
sefioritas by winning soft glances from the sefiors; since 
American candy stores and ice cream soda parlors 
began to dot the Havana streets and plazas: The sefior- 
itas say they like the American way. They have

No true Dutchman even will discuss the question of 
the happiness of the queen. It is not his to gossip 
about her, nor will he permit outsiders to do so. 

The question of the queen's happiness is a forbidden 
one—and no one can get any light on the subject except -. 
through circumstances. Whether the queen is happy 
or not is a problem for the diplomats, and little can 
they leagn from the calm, unruffled actions of the queen 
herself. If she is happy she gives no sign. Neither 
does she give any sign of unhappiness. 

Wilhelmina sees but little of her husband. He never 
helps her with thé heavy work connected with being 
queen, and seldom is seen in public with her. They

Whether these things indicate that she is unhappy 
or not only adds mystery to the vexatious question.

Many Prominent Issues in New York 
Market Touch Lowest Level 
of the Year. 


New York, Oct. 12.—[{Special.]—Conditions 
were verging upon, although not actually 
reaching, virtual demoralization upon the 
stock exchange today. The distinction 19 
made because, while a large number of se 
vere declines were scored, there was always 
a certain demand for stocks, which faeill- 
tated the liquidation that was in progress 
The selling of this description was quite as 
urgent today as at any time during the week. 

Many stocks touched new low levels for the 
whole year, even Union Pacific, which has 
heretofore shown a marked degree of resist- 
ance to the general downward tendency, fell 
well below the low point touched by that 
stock in March. Reading also was notably 
weak, and some of the inactive railway 
shares fell five, and even nine points below 
their last recorded sale. 

In the instance of Union Pacific a special 
explanation pf its course was found in the 
publication of a San Francisco dispatch re- 
porting that the head of the system had di- 
rected the adoption of a policy of rigid re- 
trenchment upon the company’s lines, which 
would involve the laying off of some 20,000 
men. This report was flatly denied with the 
course of the morning. 

Dealings in the industrial and miscellane- 
ous stocks showed at one time or another a 
long list of declines running from one point 
to five points. The leading features in that 
quarter were, as usual, the United States 
Stee] shares, American Smelting, and Amal- 
gamated Copper. The dealings were con- 
ducted upon a large scale, but there was 
little or nothing of novelty to be cited in con- 
nection with the course of the general mar- 
ket or any particular stocks. 

The day’s discussion converged upon the 
same general set of topics that have engaged 
attention for an indefinite time, much of it 
being of a personal character, including 
guesswork and conjecture ag to the sources 
from which came the tremendous volume of 
liquidation which poured into the market.
